In accordance with Chapter 90-A, Revised Statutes of 
1954, an audit has been conducted of the financial records 
of the Town of Searsmont for the fiscal year ended Feb- 
ruary 9, 1959. 


The examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards that pertain to governmental 
accounting and was conducted by Auditor C. G. Hawes 
of the State Department of Audit. 


The audit analysis was on a basis consistent with that of 
the preceding year, and included such tests of the ac- 
counting records and other auditing procedures ag were 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 


The financial and statistical sections, incorporated in 
this report, present the results of the Town’s financial 
operations for the period indicated.

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COMMENTS 
February 7, 1958 to February 9, 1959 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Searsmont has been 
completed for the fiscal year ended February 9, 1959. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits 
and schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net depart- 
mental overdrafts charged to surplus amounted to 
$580.34, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Overdrafts $5,378.67 
Unexpended Balances 4,798.33 
Net Overdrafts $580.34 


Overdrafts in the snow removal and roads and bridges 
accounts, less the unappropriated balance of excise tax 
revenue and the overlay were the major factors contrib- 
uting to the net overdrafts charged to surplus. 


ASSETS........ The general fund cash balance of $6,276.17 
was verified by reconciliation of a statement furnished 
by the First National Bank of Belfast, Maine. 


Accounts receivable represented reimbursable expendi- 
tures due from the State for welfare cases and porcupine 
bounties of $185.53 and $23.50 respectively. 
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Taxes receivable consisted of unpaid current year ac- 
counts totaling $1,872.94. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$590.50 and $120.58 respectively. 


LIABILITIES....General fund liabilities totaled $2,062.95. 
This amount is comprised of accounts payable of $62.95 
and a hurricane damage note of $2,000.00 which matures 
March 16, 1959. 


RESERVES............ The appropriation accounts show a net 
unexpended balance of $1,454.18 representing education 
balances and an overdraft and an unexpended indebted- © 
ness appropriation carried forward to the ensuing year. 


Other reserves include the uninvested new school building 
fund of $6,199.31 and withholding tax deductions of 
$140.00. 


DHBRIGET ashi The unappropriated surplus of $6,231.36 
at the beginning of’/the year changed to a deficit of 
$774.22 at the year end. This change was occasioned 
principally by appropriations for various operating 
accounts and the net departmental overdrafts. 


TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDS........ Trust fund principals 
totaled $15,100.00 and unexpended income amounted to 
$2,737.53. These funds are invested in various type bonds 
totaling $11,200.00 and time deposits of $6,637.53 in 
the First National Bank of Belfast, Maine. 


The “Marriner School Fund” is represented by a U. S. 
Savings Bond of $500.00 and a time deposit of $27.95 
in the First National Bank of Belfast, Maine. 
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DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTG............ The departmental 
operating accounts showed a decrease of $6,738.50 in 
in funds raised by taxation, as compared with the previous 
year. Smaller appropriations for highways and bridges 
accounts were the major factors contributing to the 
decrease. 


Departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year increased $188.23, as compared with the balances 
at the start of the year. This increase appeared prin- 
cipally in the municipal indebtedness account although 
a reduction in the education balance was a factor. 


GENERAL ............ The townspeople authorized the appro- 
priations from surplus and the use of a portion of the 
excise tax revenue for various current year operations. 


During the examination of trust funds it was noted that 
after the close of the fiscal year a withdrawal from the 
Charles Ripley Worthy Poor Fund was made on the 
approval of two selectmen, one of whom benefited to the 
amount of $125.00. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Count of cash was made and records checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


The cash account was verified by reconciliation of state- 
ments furnished by the depository. External verifications 
were utilized on a test basis to determine the correctness 
of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls 
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and cancelled checks were examined for a _ selected 
period. 


Trust and special fund transactions were examined. The 
securities were verified by actual inspection and the 
Savings account balances were confirmed on a test basis 
with the depository. 


Iixcise tax collections were verified with the copies of the 
receipts retained by the collector. Education account bal- 
ances were checked with the Superintendent of Schools. 
Surety bond coverage was reviewed. 


In our epinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying statements and supporting information 
present fairly the financial position of the town at Feb- 
ruary 9, 1959, and the results of the operations for the 
vear then ended.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with Chapter 90-A, Revised Statutes of | 
1954, an audit has been conducted of the financial records 
of the Town of Searsmont for the fiscal year ended Feb- 
ruary 8, 1960. 


The examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards that pertain to governmental 
accounting and was conducted by Auditor M. E. Libby 
of the State Department of Audit. 


The audit analysis was on a basis consistent with that of 
the preceding year, and included such tests of the ac- 
counting records and other auditing procedures as were 
considered necessary in the circumstances.

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COMMENTS 


February 10, 1959 to February 8, 1960 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Sears- 
mont has been completed for the fiscal year ended Feb- 
ruary 8, 1960. The audit consisted of an examination of 
the records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax 
Collector and other municipal officers. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits 
and schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that unexpended 
balances lapsed amounted to $298.32, per the following 
summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $3,191.50 
Overdrafts 2,893.18 
Net Unexpended Balances $298.32 


The overlay less an overdraft in the snow removal account 
were the major factors contributing to the amount lapsed 
to surplus. 


ASSETS........ The general fund cash balance of $862.38 
was verified by reconciliation of a statement furnished by 
the First National Bank of Belfast. 


Accounts receivable represented reimbursable expendi- 
tures due from the state for welfare cases. 
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Taxes receivable consisted of unpaid current year ac- 
counts totaling $2,882.09. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $407.69 
and $328.02 respectively. 


LIABILITIBS........ A hurricane damage note of $1,000.00 
maturing March 16, 1960 constituted the general fund 
liability at the year end. 


RESERVEGS.......... The appropriation accounts showed an 
unexpended balance of $2,855.31 representing education 
and indebtedness account balances carried forward to the 
ensuing year. 


The amount due the Director of Interna] Revenue for 
withholding taxes amounted to $120.30. 


SURPLUS........ The deficit of $774.22 at the beginning of 
the year changed to an unappropriated surplus of $550.45 
at the year end. This change was occasioned principally 
by the net unexpended departmental balances lapsed and 
a payment on the hurricane damage note. 


TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDB........ Trust fund principals 
totaled $15,500.00 and unexpended income amounted to 
$2,718.05. These funds are invested in various type bonds 
totaling $12,200.00 and time deposits of $6,018.05 in 
the First National Bank of Belfast, Maine. 


The ‘Marriner School Fund” is represented by a U. S. 
Savings Bond of $500.00 and a time deposit of $42.37 in 
the First National Bank of Belfast, Maine. 


The “School Building Fund” amounted to $7,043.62 and 
is on deposit in the Depositor’s Trust Company, Union, 
Maine. | 


TOWN OF SEARSMONT 33 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTB............. The departmental 
operating accounts showed an increase of $7,224.26 in 
funds raised by taxation, as compared with the previous 
year. Larger appropriations for education and highway 
accounts were the major factors contributing to the in- 
crease. 


Departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year increased $1,401.13, as compared with the balances 
at the start of the year. The increase appeared in the 
education account. 


The townspeople authorized the use of a portion of the 
excise tax revenue for various current year operations. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained. 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Count of cash was made and records checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of state- 
ments furnished by the depositories or by direct bank 
confirmation. External verifications were utilized, on a 
test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of the 
receipts retained by the collector. Education account bal- 
ances were reconciled with the records of the Superinten- 
dent of Schools. Trust and special fund transactions were 
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examined. Investments were verified by actual inspection 
andjor bank confirmation. Surety bond coverage was 
reviewed. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying statements and supporting information 
present fairly the financial position of the town at Feb- 


ruary 8, 1960, and the results of its operations for the year 
then ended.
